Cham ber of Commerce and ration 
board. 
The new books will be issued 
after Sept. 1 by the local war 
price and rationing board, Wil­ 
liam A. Lippm an, chairm an, said 
this week. 
In outlining 
procedure for 
obtaining new "A" books, Mr. 
Lippman said the application 
blank must be properly tilled 
in and mailed or left w ith the 
local ration board at its office, 
622 North Palm Canyon drive, 
together w ith 
the 
old "A" 
book cover, which carries there­ 
on your 
name 
and address. 
Your old lire inspection record 
must also be enclosed. 
“If the applications and above 
items are in order, the board will 
mail out th e new “A” books af­ 
ter today. T he first coupons in 
the new “A ” books w ill not be 
valid until Sept. 22,” Mr. Lipp­ 
man said. 
"Please do NOT send in your 
white slip — your registration 
certificate—it is unnecessary," 
the chairman continued. "Sev­ 
eral people have done this and 
it just makes more work for 
the clerks." 
Because the renew al of “A” 
books will throw a heavy burden 
on ration boards, Mr. Lippm an 
urged any who can spare the 
time to aid in the processing of 
applications to volunteer

H ighest civilian aw ard to be 
won by a Tomey G eneral Hospi­ 
tal em ploye under the Employe 
Suggestion and A ward program 
of the W ar D epartm ent, was pre­ 
sented Tuesday by Col. A. B 
Jones, 
commanding 
officer 
of 
Torney, to Reg Jones, head oper­ 
ating engineer in charge of the 
hospital’s power and heat. 
The aw ard of $200 was made 
on an interconnection plan be­ 
tw een heating plants, which is 
now in operation a t the hospital 
with an estim ated annual saving 
of $10,650 in labor plus $425 sav­ 
ing in oil consumed. 
By th e installation of inter­ 
connecting pipe 
lines 
between 
m edium and low pressure heat­ 
ing plants four heating systems 
have been tied together so th at 
operation of only one plant is 
necessary at the present time. 
A sim ilar suggestion subm it­ 
ted by Mr. Jones before inaugu­ 
ration of the Employe Suggestion 
and A w ard Program, was put in 
operation some m onths ago w ith 
an estim ated annual saving of 
$8,400 to the hospital. 
Mr. Jones, who has been a resi­ 
dent of Palm Springs since 1927, 
is one of the earliest employees 
to join the staff at Torney where 
he reported to the Post Engin­ 
eer, M ay 19, 1942. Previously he 
had been in general contracting 
in this district.

San Jacinto Group 


Prepares To Fight 


MWD For Water 


W ith the e|m p l o y m e n t of 
Chauncey McFarland of River­ 
side, prominent legal authority 
on w ater rights problems, and W. 
F. Rowe, eminent w ater engineer 
who resides in San Bernardino, 
the San Jacinto River Protective 
Committee has begun to gather 
evidence on which to base its de­ 
mand that the seepage water in 
the San Jacinto tunnel of the 
Metropolitan W ater District be 
completely sealed off and that 
waters drained during construc­ 
tion and since completion of the 
tunnel be replaced with outside 
w ater at the sole expense of the 
Metropolitan |Water District by 
spreading in the gravel beds of 
the San Jacinto River near the 
Soboba bridge. 
It is the committee’s plan to 
first make its demands in the 
form of a letter to the directors 
of the Metropolitan Water Dis- 
rict, pointing out to them that as 
a result of the construction of 
the San Jacinto tunnel, according 
to latest authentic figures, 150,­ 
000 acre feet of w ater has been 
drained from the valley’s w ater­ 
shed. 
The Metropolitan Water Dis­ 
trict admits, it is asserted by the 
committee, that it had not pump­ 
ed w ater from the Colorado river 
for at least a two-year period and 
has relied on the San Jacinto 
tunnel seepage, combined with 
seepage water picked up in the 
Val Verde tunnel to supply its 
needs; also, it assertedly admits 
taking his water in spite of a 
promise made to the Board of 
Supervisors of Riverside county 
in writing in 1935 that it has no 
intention to take any waters en­ 
countered in course of consruc- 
tion of its aqueduct from the 
Colorado river, most of which 
runs through Riverside county. 
In 1938, the committee declares, 
it assertedly promised the people 
of Riverside county that it would 
completely seal off the tunnel 
and consider restoring the wast­ 
ed water by spreading. 
In spite of continuous vigorous 
appeals made by the Board of 
Supervisors and various interests, 
nothing has been done to effec­ 
tively stop the tunnel seepage, 
which now measures 470 miner’s 
inches continuous flow from the 
San Jacinto tunnel and 50 m in­ 
er’s inches from the Val Verde 
tunnel, the committee further as­ 
serts.

being sacrificed at a cost of billions of American 
dollars, we are quite apt to take the stand that 
America should keep most of these islands. 
America will again be called upon to defend these 
islands and their former owners if they are attack­ 
ed. That being the case, surely we should have 
the right to keep them for air and naval bases. 
Furthermore, we will have a terrific unemploy­ 
ment problem after the war. What better way is 
there to help relieve this terrific unemployment 
problem after the war than to establish new fron­ 
tiers for young American war veterans on these far- 
flung island possessions? The world will be safer 
with these island possessions in American hands, 
and we can offer better opportunities to young 
would-be pioneers in every walk of life than can 
any other country, which is proven by the records 
of success of foreigners who came to America and 
became prosperous citizens. 
So the world may accuse America of being im­ 
perialistic if they wish. The British have been 
getting along pretty well under such a program. 


Doctor Shortage Pays Off 
In the past, when great battles were fought, loss 
of life was multiplied tenfold because of lack of 
prompt and adequate medical care for the wound­ 
ed. But in the present war the story has been dif­ 
ferent. Even yet the full account of the achieve­ 
ments of medicine on “D-Day” has not been im­ 
pressed upon the country. _ 
One correspondent reports that within forty-five 
minutes after the first troops landed on the shores 
of France, a medical unit was on the beachhead 
picking up casualties, while in the background a 
landing craft was being converted into an operating 
theatre. 
During the first day, twenty-two major opera­ 
tions were performed by this single unit. From 
dawn on “D-Day” until four o’clock in the after­ 
noon, the unit remained on the beach. Blood 
plasma had been landed and transfusions made 
from mobile equipment. 
Fifty thousand American doctors are in the 
armed forces. Everyone of them is a trained ex­ 
pert at the business of saving lives. At last those 
civilians who have had to linger in crowded wait­ 
ing rooms to secure the attention of the overwork­ 
ed doctors on the home front, can see the reason 
for the inconvenience thrust upon them.

The Tonopah item follows: 
A resident of this district for 
the past several years and the 
operator of two of the largest 
ranches in Nye and Esmeralda 
counties, Miss Lois Kellogg pass­ 
ed away in a Reno hospital last 
j Sunday morning following a brief 
illness. 
Miss Kellogg was stricken ill 
at her Fish Lake, Esmeralda coun­ 
ty, ranch and last Thursday was 
entered in the Mines hospital 
here. Dr. R. R. Craig, her per­ 
sonal physician, considered her 
condition as such that she need­ 
ed additional treatment and she 
was taken to Reno by Dr. Craig 
and Mrs. Harshman. Despite sev­ 
eral blood transfusions and other 
medical treatm ent she died at St. 
Mary’s hospital Sunday morning. 
The body was accompanied to 
Sacramento for cremation 
and 
funeral services were private. 


Miss Kelloge was bom in Chi­ 
cago, 111., and was a member of 
a prominent Chicago family. She 
was educated in this country and 
also had studied in Europe. She 
had traveled extensively and fre­ 
quently made trips to Europe. 
Her grandfather, Charles P. Kel­ 
logg, was one of the well known 
figures of Chicago in the last 
years of the 19th century. 
CAME HERE IN 1917 
Miss Kellogg came west with 
her mother in 1913 for her moth­ 
er’s health. After Mrs. Kellogg’s 
death in 1917, Miss Kellogg de­ 
cided to make her home in Cali­ 
fornia. She built a home at Palm 
Springs and lived there for a 
number of years. Through those 
years she was interested in Rus­ 
sian wolfhounds and was a part­ 
ner in the Valley Farm kennels 
of Stamford, Conn. She divided 
her time between Palm Springs 
and Stamford. The kennels were 
regarded as one of the outstand­ 
ing in the nation and once re­ 
ceived the highest award for dog 
breeding that this country be­ 
stows — the George Mortimore 
trophy—for the best American 
bred dog of any breed. After the 
death of her partner, she took 
over the eptire kennel and mov­ 
ed the dogs to California, where 
she opened the Perchino kennel. 
She first located the dogs in San 
Jacinto, but finding the climate 
too warm there, she purchased 
the Chiatovich ranch in Fish Lake 
Valley in 1934.
